Few people wish to criticise players or Mr. Young per- 
sonally. Even Mr. Barr, who seems to be the centre of con- 
troversy, has never criticised Mr. Young personally, although 
he has some hard things to say about the coaching system. 


The Soccer Council realises that Mr. Barr is entitled to 
say what he wishes. What worries the Council is that the 


‘statements have been made in an official Soccer broadcast. 


_The real decision now lies with the listeners and club 


members. 


No one likes the bickering which has in the past week 
reached the highest pitch for a long time. How much atten- 
tion you, as Soccer supporters, pay to the arguments put 1_,) 
will decide their true worth. 


As Soccer supporters, you have the right to make your 
voices heard, if by no other means, through “Soccer News.” 
Use that right. Speak your, mind, and let other Soccer 
people and the Council know what your opinions are. 


The critics will pipe in a different key if you let it be 
known that you disagree with them. The Council might | 
also call a different tune if you let it be known that you 
agree with their critics. Until you declare yourselves one 
way or the other, the bickering will continue. |

went into a huddle on Len 
Young’s discontent.

Surely, Jack, you read the news- 
papers, and must have noticed the 
five, six and seven goal defeats in- 
flicted on England by Continental 
teams?

A few points to roughly outline 
what I consider ineffective in Mr.

Close marking by full-backs is 
not encouraged; wing halves are 
expected to perform considerably 
more on the defensive side than at- 
tack; centre-forwards are asked to 
hang well back from the goal. 

This is in direct contrast to the 
tactics adopted by our recent visi- 
tors. If Hanappi, the £50,000 star 
(and £70 a week while in Austra- 
lia), was asked to play a. more de- 
fensive role, I am quite certain his 
price would be deflated sha ly. 

The Victorian Colts, a hand- 
picked side’ which is given prefer- 
ential coaching, has a very unim- 
pressive record, Its goal average, 
which reads 87 goals for and 39 
against, gives a fair indication that 
the negative game they attempt to 
play does not pay dividends, 


There Must Be Criticism 


Criticism is a fundamental re- 
quirement in any phase of life— 
business or sport—and if every in- 
dividual was content to accept, un- 
questioned, a formula laid down in 
the F.A., or any other handbook, 
Soccer would be a very drab busi- 
ness, 

Jack, in his wisdom, has stated 
“that to reach the standard set by 
the Rapid team will not take only 
years, but decades.”
